Wanted Obedience or Death. 


"Soldiers," he commanded, kill me

The soldiers replied that they had

The mutineers, although without offi- 


cers, marched into Seniors In perfect 
order nt C o'clock this morning, the 
cheers of tho local crowd mingling 
with the rolling of tho drums aiid the 
strains of the bugles. After stacking 
arms the deserters announced their 
intention to remain on the square until 
allowed to reoccupy their barracks, 
from whence they recently wero trans- 
ferred. 
The people gave the muti- 


neers a warm welcome and furnished 
thorn with ample provisions and sup- 
plies of straw on which the tired sol- 
diers threw themselves after station- 
ing pickets and proclaiming their de- 
termination to defend their lives in the 
event of being attacked.

angel, Novgorod, Olnelz, Paskov, Rya-

Smolensk, Tver and YaraoslaV, 


according them special powers, em- 
powering them to suspend newspa- 
pers, disperse meetings, banish unde- 
sirable persons and take other meas- 
ures 
for the 
maintenance of public 


security by administrative process 
without having to go to the courts, 
and Inflict 
punishment 
up to three 


months imprisonment and ?5flO fine. 


These provinces include practically 


the entire area of Russia where some 
form of martial law has not already 
been proclaimed. The administrative 
powers of the governors correspond 
with those given under a state of "re- 
inforced security." The step was tak- 
en to head off agrarian disorders, the 
possibility 
of which it is believed 


greatly increased tho determination

Returned to Dead Letter Department 


from Mexican Office. 


Washington, June 21.—A package 


of 
thirty-seven letters, which 
had 


failed of delivery nnd had been stored 
away in a Mexican postolflce for up- 
ward of thirty years, was received at 
the division of dead letters yesterday.

from Mexican Office. 


Washiugton, June 21.—A package 


of 
thirty-seven letters, which had 


'ailed of delivery and had been stored 
away In a Mexican postofflce for up- 
ward of thirty years, was received at 
the division of dead letters yesterday. 


Most of the letters had been writ- 


ten 1875, 1S76 and 1S77, and were ad- 
dressed to members of the crews of 
sailing vessels, which were expected 
to stop at the port of Mlmatitlan, Mex- 
ico.

Ion of Secretary of Agriculture Wil 


[.son the recent increase in tlie price o' 


vneats is entirely natural, and even a 
,jfurther advance in prices may be es 
pected. 
That the cost of meats is 


greater today than ever before is con 
ceded, but Secretary Wilson believe 
that American prosperity Is at th 
bottom of the situation. The peopl 
are eating more meat and the farm 
ers are not raising as many 
cattl 


as formerly. 


"Naturally, then," said the secre- 


tary, "the prices of meats have gone 
uy just as the prices of everything 
else have gone tip, and will go high- 


"Then, too," 
the secretary con- 


tinued, "there were last year more 
than a million immigrants. This year 
there will be hundreds of thousands 
more. These people soon find work- 
Moat was a luxury to them at home, 
but In America, making more money 
than they ever dreamed of, they •wont 
to live well, and they eat meat. 


Export Trade Is Enormous. 


"There is also an enormous export 


trade, which cuts a great hole in the 
supply. 
Last year we sent abroad 


more than $328,000,000 worth of ani 
mals, meats and animal products. 


"Now, 
with all this constantly in 


creasing demand for meat., the price 
is going up because there is hot an 
increase In the supply of cattle in pro 
portion to the Increased demand. The 
farms and .ranges are not increasing 
their supply 
of cattle 
proportion: 


ately. 
"It costs more to raise cattle now. 


The price of farm 
labor has risen 


enormously. 
The price of grain has 


gone up • and the farmer can make

belt line from the Chicago Junction 
Railway company. 


Supplementing this is the leasing for 


a term of ninety-nine years of a part of 
the tracks of the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer - Railway company, which 


and declared that before the end of 
he year the outer belt line which his
